Purpose 

The movie GOAT recently released, and while it had potential, I felt the title wasn’t truly earned. Based on the 
first look, I imagined something completely different. This alternate storyline seeks to build upon the same 
premise but deliver a deeper, more cohesive narrative that lives up to the title Greatest of All Time. The focus is 


on combining fan service and a compelling story, making the title truly meaningful. 


Core Elements to Retain from the Original Story 


1. Gandhi - The loss of his family due to Menon’s actions. 

2. Jeevan — Abducted by Menon and brainwashed into hating Gandhi. 

3. Gandhi’s Transformation — Once a humorous and peaceful man, now broken and silent. 

4, Sanjay and Jeevan Clones — This remains part of the plot but restructured for a more compelling arc. 
The Divergence 


Here, we introduce a time travel element with the Grandfather Paradox and flesh out Jeevan’s character as a 


highly gifted prodigy whose tragic arc unfolds in a more logical way. 
New Story Threads 


e Time Travel & Uranium Theft: Gandhi steals uranium from Menon because Menon is using it to 
power a prototype time-reversal device, which has a high probability of causing global destruction 
(echoing Oppenheimer’s concerns about chain reactions). Gandhi wants to stop Menon from risking 
the world with this dangerous technology. 

e Jeevan’s Prodigy Status: Jeevan, still a child, is a prodigy. His exceptional intelligence is key to solving 


the time-travel equation, which fascinates him from a young age. As he grows, Menon manipulates this 


brilliance, but his emotional and ethical understanding is neglected, explaining his eventual sociopathic 


tendencies. 


Plot Overview 


The story follows the original plot up until the point when Gandhi loses Jeevan in a car crash after a 


confrontation with Menon’s men in Bangkok. From here, the alternate plot kicks in: 
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e Menon’s Long Game: At first, Menon plans to use Jeevan simply to torment Gandhi, but after seeing 
Jeevan’s genius in solving parts of the time-travel puzzle with his childlike outlook, Menon changes his 
mind. He begins to train Jeevan, enhancing his intellect while fostering sociopathic 
tendencies—making Jeevan less capable of emotional connection and viewing concepts like love as mere 
abstract numbers. 

e Jeevan’s Sociopathy: This slow development explains why Jeevan later becomes cold and calculating in 
the original plot, rather than turning into a villain too quickly. 

e Menon’s Caution: Though Jeevan solves the stability problem for the time machine using uranium, 
Menon refuses to disclose the full truth. Menon fears the Grandfather Paradox: if he uses the time 
machine to save his family, he may never have had a reason to kidnap Jeevan in the first place, thus 
undoing everything. Menon’s scientists warn him that tampering with time could end badly, so he 
keeps the time machine's true potential hidden. 

e Jeevan’s Rise: During this time, Jeevan advances Menon’s weapons empire, operating under the guise 
of a Spanish pharmaceutical company. Sixteen years later, Menon reveals to Jeevan that Gandhi is his 
biological father. However, Jeevan, now emotionally detached, dismisses the news. He’s more interested 
in uncovering why Menon’s original family was killed. 

e The Killing of Menon: Jeevan eventually discovers the unstable power source’s true role and, in a fit 
of cold rage, kills Menon. However, by this time, Jeevan has already developed a clone of Menon, one 
that obeys his every command. Jeevan, now free from Menon’s control, replaces him and fully pursues 


his own goal: mastering time and becoming unstoppable. 


Jeevan’s God Complex 


Jeevan doesn’t fear the Grandfather Paradox. He believes he can control time and become the greatest of all time 
(literally and figuratively) —the GOAT. He sees himself as above natural laws, destined to rule the world through 


time manipulation. His ego drives him to attempt the impossible. 


The Plan: Jeevan needs uranium to power the time machine. He learns it is stored beneath a secure agency (like 


SATS), and only Gandhi’s superior knows the exact location. However, instead of confronting Gandhi himself, 


Jeevan sends a clone of himself implanted with a control protocol. This isn’t a direct remote control, but rather 


an override built into the clone’s emotions, driven by false memories of being abused by Gandhi and his wife. 


Clone vs. Original: A Battle of Conscience 


The clone infiltrates Gandhi’s team to retrieve the coordinates. As he spends more time around Gandhi and his 
family, the false memories start to unravel. The nature of Gandhi’s real love and compassion for his son contrasts 


with the abuse he’s been led to believe. 


A Jekyll and Hyde dynamic begins to play out within the clone. On one hand, he follows his mission, killing 
Gandhi’s team members. On the other hand, he experiences remorse at their funerals, conflicting deeply with his 


implanted purpose. 


Midpoint: The Uranium Heist 


By the midpoint of the film, Jeevan (the original) has obtained the uranium and is preparing for his maiden 
voyage through time. However, the clone’s internal struggle has reached its peak, and he tells Gandhi about 


Jeevan’s plan. 


Together, Gandhi and the clone raid Jeevan’s warehouse. Gandhi attempts to reason with his son, while the 
clone tries to deactivate the machine. But in a twist, Gandhi decides to travel back in time himself, believing it’s 


the only way to stop Jeevan’s descent into madness. 


Second Half to Climax: A Journey to the Past 


1. Gandhi’s Desperate Decision: Realizing that reasoning with Jeevan won’t stop the destruction, 
Gandhi activates the time machine. His aim is to save Jeevan by changing the past, but he doesn’t fully 
understand the cost of altering the timeline. He’s transported back to his younger self—Gandhi 
Body—at the moment right before the Bangkok fight. 

2. The Race Against Time Begins: As Gandhi Body relives the past, the older Gandhi Mind retains 
his memories of the original timeline. But every time Gandhi makes changes to protect Jeevan, he feels 
his consciousness slipping away. The more drastic the change, the quicker the Gandhi Mind loses grip, 
as the timeline shifts too far from its original course. He senses he’s running out of time—literally. 

3. Consciousness Fades: Despite his efforts, Gandhi can’t stop Jeevan’s abduction. As Menon’s men take 


his son, Gandhi Mind falters completely, losing all sense of the mission. In that moment of failure, 
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Gandhi Body continues living, following the course of an alternate timeline that results from his 
altered actions. 

Living an Alternate Reality: In the new timeline, Gandhi Body is completely unaware of his time 
travel. He lives out the next 70 years in this alternate reality, oblivious to his past attempts. His life 
unfolds according to the choices he made before losing consciousness, and he has no memory of the 
previous attempts to save Jeevan. It’s only after Gandhi reaches his natural death in this alternate 
timeline that the Gandhi Mind is reawakened. 

Purgatory and Realization: In the moment after death, Gandhi Mind is thrust into a “purgatory 
mode,” where he is confronted with the full weight of his actions. He becomes aware of all the timelines 
he’s lived, and the memories of these lifetimes flood back into his mind. The stress of experiencing these 
multiple realities is immense, causing psychological strain, but Gandhi Mind endures it all for Jeevan’s 
sake. 

Reset to the Original Point: After his death in the alternate timeline, the energy powering the time 
machine resets Gandhi Mind back to the original moment of his arrival—just before the Bangkok 
fight. Each time this reset occurs, Gandhi is forced to endure the cumulative burden of the countless 
lives he’s lived and failed in. But with every reset, he gains a clearer understanding of the steps he needs 
to take. 

The Cost of Failure: Each alternate reality pushes Gandhi Mind closer to the brink. Every time he 
loses consciousness and is reset, he must live an entire lifetime, growing old and watching the 
consequences of his failure play out. Though he lives these years unaware of his time travel powers while 
in Gandhi Body, the flood of memories during the reset period puts an increasing toll on his psyche. 
Final Push: Gandhi Mind knows that his next attempt might be his last, as the mental strain becomes 
unbearable. He must save Jeevan without deviating too far from the original timeline, ensuring he 
doesn’t lose consciousness and get trapped in another 70-year cycle. With only a few steps left, Gandhi 
makes a more measured, precise effort to stop Menon’s plan and prevent Jeevan’s fall. 

A Father’s Sacrifice: In the climactic confrontation, Gandhi appeals to Jeevan’s remaining humanity, 
using the knowledge he’s gained from countless lifetimes. He tells Jeevan the truth—that he has 
sacrificed himself over and over, living decades of failure, all to protect him from Menon’s control. This 
raw emotional appeal, combined with Gandhi Mind's accumulated wisdom, begins to break through 
Jeevan’s programming. 

Breaking the Cycle: With Jeevan starting to resist Menon, Gandhi fights to destroy the time machine 
and end the cycle of resets. As the machine is destroyed, Gandhi Mind feels the weight of the timelines 
lift, his consciousness stabilizing. This is the moment where he finally succeeds, freeing both himself 
and Jeevan from the grip of time. 

The New Reality: In this final timeline, Gandhi lives in peace, knowing that he has saved his son. 
Though the memories of the countless alternate lives linger, the endless resets are over. Gandhi's 


sacrifice, his willingness to endure a lifetime of suffering over and over for Jeevan, has finally paid off. 


This version of the climax deepens the emotional stakes, making Gandhi’s journey one of both love and 


endurance as he races against time to save his son, and conquering it, thus making him literally...
